“Instead of just talking 
about property tax relief, 
they’re going to help us put 
over a program to reduce 
our tax bills by 50 percent.”

Politics Discourages Progress 


No industry has been hit harder and with less justifica¬ 
tion by the congressional investigation mania than the 
ethical drug industry. Instead of gratitude for the job it 
has done during the past quarter century in developing 
and mass producing lifesaving compounds, it has been 
subjected to seven solid years of hostile and prejudical 
hearings into every phase of its operations. No one will 
ever know the dollars and cents cost of these hearings nor 
their effect on the price and availability of drugs. It seems 
clear that proposals dealing with advertising, price-fixing 
and generic versus brand names are all pointed in one 
direction — the reduction of the drug manufacturing busi* 
ness to a common level of mediocrity. 

The head of the Pharmaceutical Manufacturers As¬ 
sociation, in an address, discussed the “influence of govern¬ 
ment” on the drug Industry. After summing up bills now 
before Congress seeking the restruction of brand names, 
manufacturers identification and the search for excellence 
which has made the U.S. drug industry the most effec¬ 
tive and successful in the world, he warned, ”... of 
the sponsors of such legislative actions are successful 
in grinding all drug manufacturing firms down to the 
lowest common denominator, there would be little point 
in manufacturers continuing to strive for acceptance of 
their proudly identified products in the marketplace. With 
little to gain from recognition, under such circumstances, 
why should manufacturers make the effort?” 

In a time when everyone is concerned about rising 
medical care cost, it is ironical indeed that the drug in¬ 
dustry which has helped to stabilize and hold down health 
care costs should be subjected to investigative persecution.
